EASTON'S PLANT WORN OUT. 


Rundown Machinery and Dark Street* 


Appeal to Corporations. 


Eastonj" Pa., is one of the cities that, 


having tried municipal ownership of 
lighting plants, have found it -wanting. 
In a recent message to the city coun- 
cils Mayor March said that, although 
he is a believer in the theory of city 
.ownership, nevertheless he would "pre- 
fer to hand over the city lighting -to 
private corporations rather than see 
large districts in darkness, as has often 
been the case in the last six mouths." 


Continuing, he characterized this as 


"dangerous from the police point of 
view'' and unbearable from the citi- 
zen's, adding that if the city contin- 
ues to operate the plant it "must be 
run ns a private corporation would run 
it" 
There should not only be efcono- 


my, but the machinery should be con- 
stantly repaired and renewed, both for 
efficiency aud "to keep up with mod- 
ern progress in electric lighting." 


Much of the machinery being almost 


worn out, he advises that arrange- 
ments be made to borrow current from 
a local company in ease of breakdown 
that the city streets may not be kept 
in darkness while repairs are going on. 
He does not say what he •would advise 
were municipal ownership complete 
and there were no private "companies. 


Built in 1SS6, the construction bost of 


Easton's electric light plant to date 
has been about $70,000. In a summary 
of the situation the Sunday Call, which 
appears originally to have favored the 
enterprise, says the plant isn't satis- 
factory and the city hasn't the money 
to renew it. The companies must now 
be asked to put ic bids for city light- 
ing. The Call thinks they can furnish 
it cheaper than the city can itself. 
Easton's lighting experiment, the pa-' 
per adds, ''has been costly and unsatis- 
factory." The city was bonded to es- 
tablish the plant, and now that it is 
worn out and almost useless the debt 
remains. 


Nothing has ever been charged up 


for depreciation, but the people were 
told that this was unnecessary, as the 
plant was being kept in good repair. 
Fifty thousand dollars was spent in 
"patching up" the plant, but the state- 
ment that it was kept in good order is 
now proved untrue, and so is the state- 
ment that the cost was less than a 
private corporation would have charg- 
ed for the same service, though many 
people believed both statements for a 
time. 


•According to a special to the New 


York Times, women and children are 
not considered safe on Easton's streets 
at night, and sixty firms and business 
men-Slave petitioned that the street 
lighting be turned over to a private 
corporation at once.

Familiar View off Jamaica and Its 


Stricken) Capital. 


WILD LIFE IN THE EARLY DAYS 


Revelries of the Buccaneers—Fearful 


Effect of the 
Earthquake of 1692. 


When Kingston--Was Founded—Side 
Light on the People and Buildings. 
P. A. Ober, who has lived in Jamai- 


ca, thus describes iu the .New York 
Post the West Indian island and its 
eapiiai city, receua^ uevasiaietl Dy 
earthquake and fire: 


One may be disappointed at the first 


view of Kingston as it was, for one's 
imagination has been excited by reali- 
ties in scenery, grandeur in mountains 
and entrancing glimpses of tropical na- 
ture as the end of the island is rounded 
and the Palisadoes come to view. Like 
the beat arm of'a boxer, or, rather, like 
the raised dexter claw of the soldier 
crab, the sand strip known as the Pali- 
sadoes fends off the seafarer approach- 
ing the glorious harbor of Port Royal 
and Kingston. It is, or was, covered 
with cocoa palms, -which form an ad- 
mirable foreground for the outspread 
view beyond and behind, of far stretch- 
ing plain—the plaiu of Liguauao—of 
majestic mountains, cloud capped and 
purple hued as well as green and 
golden. 


One was sure to be disappointed at 


first view of the city that man had in- 
truded upon this scene, created by the 
Almighty, for, aside from the fact that 
none but an oriental city could look in 
keeping with surroundings such as 
these—with an environment made es- 
pecially for palaces of stone and mar- 
ble rather than paltry structures of 
wood—Kingston per so was not an at- 
tractive place. As an excuse for its 
being perhaps it in:iy be urged that it 
was not a city built with intention; 
that, at first a makeshift settlement, it 
grew with the demands of commerce 
and took little heed as to its fi'tness as 
an element in an otherwise attractive 
ensemble. 


For more than 200 years, or since 


that fatal day in 1C92 when Port fioya: 
disappeared beneath the waves, shins 
have been sailing and steaming over 
the roofs of the first town of impor- 
tance built by the English in Jamaica. 
They had fought hard for the posses- 
sion of that island, these sturdy British 
seamen who followed after the Span- 
iards to the West Indies. Columbus 
had discovered it; the Spaniards had 
settled it after a fashion of their own; 
Penn Venables conquered and subju- 
gated it in 1655. 


The first Spanish settlement was on 


the north side of the island, In or near 
the Bay of St. Ann's, but the succes- 
sors of the couquisiadores bad finally 
established themselves at St Jago de 
la Vega, now known as Spanish Town. 
They were driven to the woods, and 
the English took possession. Shortly 
after, 
followed by the buccaneers, 


those "brethren of the sen," of various 
nationalities, who, finding the little is- 
land of Tortuga, off the north coast of 
Haiti, too small to hold them all, 
swarmed over to the more prosperous 
Jamaica and also to the Spanish main, 
where the chiefest of their depreda- 
tions had been consummated. 
There 


were many of them, and they went 
the way of all pirates of those times, 
some by the rope and others by the 
sword, but one of the greatest of them 
lived to become governor of Jamaica 
and the agent of their extirpation. 


Henry Morgan, chief among the de- 


generate buccaneers, was a Welshman. 
Like another well known to song, it 
might be said, "Taffy was a Welsh- 
man, Taffy was a thief," but he re- 
formed after he had acquired' vast 
wealth by his piracies and the sacking 
of Spanish cities, Cartagena, Porto Bel- 
lo and Panama, and in reward for bis 
services was kuighted by Charles II. 
of England. Then he turned upon his 
fellow pirates, and for a space they 
knew no rest, for he hanged them, and 
he shot them, and the grewsome gal- 
lows tree was a familiar object on the 
sandy Palisadoes. 


But while the buccaneers lived and 


before Sir Henry turned against them, 
what a time they had in fair Port 
Royal, at the entrance to the harbor of 
what was later tlie city of Kingston! 
The streets of the pirate city resound- 
ed with their revelries, its sands glit- 
tered with the gold they had gathered 
in from the Spaniards, open hogsheads 
of rum and wine stood at the corners 
for all to partake, and woe to him who 
refused. 
Well was that port known 


far and near as the wickedest city in 
the universe as well as the richest in 
all the West Indies. 


Then the end came, suddenly and 


awfully, In the year of grace 1G'J2. On 
the 7th of June wicked Port Royal 
slipped off into tlie sea, carrying with 
it vast piles of rich merchandise, 
wharfs, 
warehouses, 
dwellings, 
a 


church and a portion of the fort, along 
with a great runny of the "most un- 
godly people on the face of the earth." j 
Nearly 3,000 houses were destroyed, j 
and but a fc~ iin:-rturcs of a:;y .sort, j 
including one of tlie forts, rc-uiaiued 
on the sands. 
j 


That "quake" or landslip—whatever j 


it was—was but tlie beginning of ca- \ 
lamities, for aln.vst as many poop'u j 
perished soon r.f!-:r from a iH-s-ilence i 
generated by the corpses floating i-j j 
the bay as w«re killed outright by the j 
destruction of th" city. 
Apr;pos of j 


this terrible event, an inscription on a 
tombstone at Om-n Bay, not far froiii 
Kingston, is worthy of note: 


Here lyes the U»ly of I,ev/is Gnlrr,, 
Esqre,, who dcr«irt«d 'his life- at 1'oi-t 
Royal, the 22d December, I739, ;lg<-rl c:.:::ty 
fears. H» -wis born in France, but cams 
to eettj* U tbl« Island, where he wsa 


•wallowed up in the Brest Earthquake la 
the year 1692 and by the providence of 
God -was by another shock thrown Into 
the sea and miraculously escaped by 
swimming until a boat took him up. Ho 
lived many years afterward in great rep- 
utation, beloved by all that knew him 
and much lamented at his death. 


The whole island felt the shock of 


that earthquake, it was said. "Chaini 
of hills were riven asunder, new chan- 
nels formed for the rivers, mountains 
dissolved with a mighty crash, burying 
elive the people of adjacent valleys; 
whole settlements sank into the bowels 
of the earth, plantations were removed 
en masse, and all the sugar works were 
destroyed. 
In fact, the whole outline 


of the island was drawn afresh, and 
the elevation of the surface was con- 
siderably diminished." This is not the 


in Jamaica's annals, either, as some 
fifty years later the town of Savanna 
la Mar, in the parish of Westmoreland, 
was swept by a tidal wave during a 
fierce hurricane and "not a vestige of 
man, beast or habitation left behind." 
Mementos of the Port Royal disaster 
were kept on view in the Jamaica in- 
stittfte at Kingston, notable among 
which was the beli that hung iu the 
church that was engulfed or submerged 
by the earthquake aiid subsequently 
recovered by divers. 


The town of Port Royal was aban- 


doned by the survivors, who settled on 
the north shure of the harbor, more 
than 200 years ago, and thus Kingston 
was founded by chance, as it were, 
and without an original intention of 
buildiug a city on its site. With such 
an island's resources at command no 
wonder that Kingston prospered in 
Spite of a somewhat unhealthful loca- 
tiou 
and 
notwithstanding 
frequent 


tbreateniiigs from the French. In it- 
self its history is not eventful, but 
tradition has not failed to preserve the 
account of Rodney's triumphant entry 
into its harbor in 1782, trailing nine 
captured battleships after him as the 
trophies of his great sea fight with De 
Grasse, by which England became mis- 
tress of the seas in very fact. 


Though little more than 140 miles in 


length by fifty in breadth at its wid- 
est part and with an area of about 
4,000 square miles. Jamaica can boast 
of mountains truly continental in alti- 
tude and configuration. What glorious 
memories belong to one who has climb- 
ed Blue mountain peak, 7,000 feet high, 
or even ascended to Newcastle or to 
Cinchona gardens in the coffee coun- 
try! 
Who can ever forget, once hav- 


ing seen them himself, the quiet beau- 
ty of the "Wag Water," the "Boca del 
Agua," the foam flecked sheets of 
Roaring River falls, the fragrant pi- 
mento groves of St. Anne's, the dense 
forests clothing inland hills and val- 
leys, the silver sanded -beaches of many 
a bay, embosomed within abrupt head- 
lands hung with vines? 


In the center of Kingtson,. Parade 


garden, a square containing some ten 
acres, afforded a somewhat cool re- 
treat from the glare and heat of the 
streets, planted as it was with a pro- 
fusion of tropical trees. A fountain 
sent forth a cooling spray, the water 
falling into a basin containing attrac- 
tive aquatic plants. 
WTater, crystal 


clear and pure, came down to Kingston 
from the hills, for Jamaica fully sus- 
tains its original reputation as a "land 
of springs and streams." 
Northwest 


of the Parade stood one of the two city 
markets, the Jubilee, while the other, 
the Victoria, was at the foot of King 
street 
These markets were always 


well supplied, for if there Is anything 
the native enjoys more than attending 
church it is going to market. 
From 


plantations and "provision grounds," 
many miles distant, these humble folk 
come in -with donkey loads of vegeta- 
bles and fruits, which they display in 
the markets, desiring nothing else than 
to secure a prompt purchaser for their 
produce. The huge loads that the ne- 
gro women cany on their heads sur- 
pass belief unless one has seen them 
striding down the hill roads with their 
burdens. The men are usually disdain- 
ful of burden bearing, and if there is a 
donkey in the family as well as a wo- 
man the former carries the man on its 
back and the latter the load of produce 
on her head. In these markets might 
be seen displayed all the fruits for 
which tropical Jamaica is famous. 


The markets were of superior con- 


struction, with iron pillars, iron roof 
and cement floors and foundations. The 
Victoria market alone cost to build, 
with the land it stands on, more than 
§100,000. 


While the structures of Kingston 


were mainly of wood and most of the 
dwellings inflammable, ramshackle af- 
fairs, unpainted and some of them un- 
glazed, there were a few public build- 
ings, such as the courthouse, treasury, 
postoffice and town hall and the gov- 
ernment buildings, in which the people 
took some pride. Their churches were 
fine structures, and one, the Kingston 
parish, a venerable pile, was built 
more than 200 years ago. The clock in 
its tower bore date 181)1, and its walla 
within were decorated with some strik- 
ing mural tablets, while in the chancel 
was a black marble slab to the mem- 
ory of the famous Admiral Benbow, 
who lost his life in battle 1702. 


Though there are poisonous insects 


in Jamaica, as in every island of the 
West Indies. biH-s or stints from them 
are rare, and with ordinary care a fam- 
ily can be "raised'' as re.'id:iy as in the 
north. There is an oxc-cssive mortality 
among the negro children in thfcir ear- 
liest years, but it is not shared by the 
whites, who are strong and '.ealthy. 
Though vastly in the minor ty. the 
White people constituted 
tb•• main-

Some Things Are Essentially of a 


Governmental Mature. 


Collecting Customs, Maintaining th« 


Army and the Police, Are Among 
These, but Not Such Undertakings as 
the Tslegraph, the Telephone, the 
Street Cars or Gas and 
Electric 


Lighting—True Nature of a Public 
Franchise.

Some things are so essentially of a 


governmental nature that it would be 
fatuous to consider them from 
the 


standpoint 
of 
private 
ownership. 


Among these are the collection of cus- 
toms, the maintenance and direction of 
the army and navy and the police pow- 
er. In others it is the end rather than 
the means that should be sought, ami 
municipal and private ownership are 
often on equal terms without the viola- 
tion of any economic principle. 


The maintenance of public highways 


anil sewers is usually a public func- 
tion, bur the country abounds in exam- 
ples, every whit as satisfactory, of pri- 
vate ownership and operation. With 
water the importance to the communi- 
ty lies not in its ownership, whether 
public or private, but rather in its qual- 
ity, quantity and price. Many of the 
most satisfactory waterworks of this 
country and Europe are owned pri- 
vately. 


Beyond these there is n class of pub- 


lic utilities which experience has shown 
should lie exclusively within the domain 
of private enterprise. The telegraph, tel- 
ephone, transportation, gas and electric 
light undertakings offer examples. The 
ownership of these by the community 
is advocated by some on the ground 
that they are necessities of modem 
life, by others because they partake of 
the nature of monopoly. It does not 
appear that either is a sufficient rea- 
son. 
These are facilities and conven- 


iences, not necessities. The latter con- 
sist of simple dwellings, food, raiment 
and means of warmth in winter. 
If 


our necessities are to be municipalized, 
we should begin with the butcher, gro- 
cer, baker and coal dealer, whose per- 
centage of profits far exceeds that of 
any of the corporations in the so called 
public service. 


Monopoly — regulated monopoly •»- is 


not necessarily opposed to the public- 
interest It is advantageous to all to 
have one telephone system, that from 
one point nil may be conveniently 
reached; to have one street car sys- 
tem with universal transfers, making 
unnecessary any relation between one's 
home and place of work; to have a 
single gas or electric light works, pre- 
venting the -waste of small plants and 
organizations and securing by the lar-- 
ger development increased reliability 
and improved quality in the service. 


A franchise merely permits a public 


service corporation to share with oth- 
ers the use of the streets for the de- 
livery to its customers of the commod- 
ity it supplies—a right that is enjoy- 
ed by every other industry. The dif 
ference is merely one of method. Were 
electricity delivered in storage bat- 
teries and gas in tanks—conceivable 
ways—no franchise would be required. 
Instead of using horses and wagons, 
which blockade the streets and make 
street cleaning a problem, deliveries 
are made beneath the surface without 
dirt, noise or other objectionable fea- 
tures. 


It is through the exercise of this 


right that we hear of the conft^r-ation 
of public property. Yet the public has 
not parted with its title to the street'; 
nor its right to occupy them for any 
purpose or in any manner it may de- 
sire. It has simply permitted a serv- 
ice compan3' to become a tenant, for 
which, in the form of franchise and 
other taxes, the company pays a high 
rent 
Substantially the city is the 


landlord. po'-ses<ing the power of arbi- 
trapily determining, in- the form of 
these taxes, what rent it shall receive. 
And this rent lessens proportionately 
the individual taxation.—Moody's Mag- 
azine.

RESULT OF THE ELECTIONS 


Socialists Lose Seats In the Reichstag 


While Conservatives, National Lib- 
erals and Others Make Gains — Re- 
balloting Necessary In Nearly Two 
Hundred Constituencies. 


Berlin, Jan. 26. — The government 


won a definite victory in the general 
election for a new reichstag. The 
Liberal, Radical and Conservative par- 
ties, supporting Prince Von Buelow'a 
colonial policy, have won at least 20 
seats, but more important is the 
smashing defeat administered the So- 
cialists, who will lose 17 or 18 seats. 
This is the first election since 1887 
that the Socialists have not increased 
their representation by from five to 
20 seats. They have lost especially in 
several large cities. The clerical Cen- 
ter holds almost all of its former 100 
Beats, having lost one or two to the 
Poles in Silesia. There is a possibil- 
ity, however, that reballotings may 
lose one or two more seats to the 
Center party. 
The Conservatives 


have won six seats, two from the anti- 
Semites, two from the National Lib- 
erals and two from the Socialists. Re- 
balloting probably will be necessary 
in 175 constituencies. Complete re- 
turns will not be in before Feb. 5. 


Madgeburg, which the Socialists car- 


ried on a reballot by 2,000 votes in 
1903, 
now goes to the. National Liber- 


als. 
The Socialists hold Lubeck by 


277 votes as against 2,050 in the pre- 
vious election. Hamburg is again So- 
cialist, Herr Bebsl having been re- 
elected. 


A noteworthy feature of the election 


Is the failure of the Socialists to se- 
cure positions for a reballot in places 
where they were successful in doing 
so in 1903. They have also failed to 
secure majorities in many districts 
where reballoting was not necessary 
four years ago. These districts mostly 
will be lost to them, as the other par- 
ties always combine on reballots to de- 
feat the Socialists. 


The Vorwaerts in summarizing the 


results from one-fourth of the districts 
claims the election of 25 Socialists, 
rod says that reoalloting with other 
parties will result in 27 Socialist mem- 
bers from these districts. The paper 
claims that the total of the Socialist 
vote this year is far in excess of that 
secured in 1903, but that the govern- 
ment's repeated exhortations to non- 
voters resulted In bringing out an un- 
usual number of that element, which 
caused the defeat ol the Socialist can-

ON CHILD LABOR 


Which 3fakcs it Unlawful for Car- 


riers to Transport Certain Class 


of Goods. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—Senator Sim- 


mons introduced a child labor bill 
which is designed to make it unlawful 
for an interstate carrier to transport 
from the state of production into an- 
other state products of a mine or fac- 
tory in which children are employed 
»r permitted to work in violation ol 
the child labor laws of the state in 
which the factory or mine is located. 
This bill differs from the Beveridge 
bill in that it does not undertake to 
make a child labor law, but seeks to 
make the child labor laws of the sec- 
eral states effective. It is based upon 
the idea that nearly all the states have 
child labor laws, and that they will re- 
main ineffective as long as they can 
only be enforced by local prosecutions. 


House Proceedings. 


Washington, Jan. 26. — The house 


passed a number of bills of a local na- 
ture, including 380 private pension 
hills. 
The agricultural appropriation 


bill was then taken up, and while it 
was under consideration Representa- 
tive Kahn of California addressed the 
house on fire insurance companies and 
their relation to San Francisco before 
and after the earthquake and fire. 
Free distribution of garden seed occu- 
pied the remainder of the session.

National University to Be Created. 


Says Ambassador Bryoe. 


Dublin, Jan. 26.—Replying at Dublin 


Castle to deputations 
representing 


Presbyterian and Catholic interest^ 
James Bryce, the newly appointed arr« 
bassador to the United States, out- 
lined the intention of the government 
to create a National university for Ire- 
land. He said the government has de- 
cided to found a college free from the- 
ological tests. The governors are to 
be appointed partly by the crown and 
partly by the faewjlty, and an annual 
eum for maintenance will be granted. 
When this new college is established 
the Royal university of Dublin is to be 
dissolved and converted into a Xation- 
al university for Ireland, comprising 
Trinity college, the new college, aaJ 
the existing colleges at Belfast and 
Cork. 


Tennessee Lynching Case. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—The attorney 


general filed a petition in the supreme 
court of the United States asking a 
change of the order of court, which, 
if granted, will permit the taking of 
testimony in the contempt case of 
Sheriff Shipp and others arising out of 
the lynching of the negro Johnson, in 
Washington instead of Chattanooga, 
as at first ordered. The principal rea- 
son given is that witnesses will be 
afraid to speak freely if they are ex- 
amined at Chattanooga. The attorney 
general urges that it will not be neces- 
sary for the defendants themselves to 
be here, and suggests that it will be no 
great hardship to require their attor- 
neys to come. 


Indians Frozen to Death. 


HoldenviHe. I r., Jan. 26.—The se- 


verest blizzard for years is being ex- 
pert-need here, and u is rei>oue«l 
that several Indians have be^n frozen 
to death.

Credentials of Bangs Held to Be Un>

bid of Oliver & Bangs, who proposed 
to complete the construction of the 
Panama canal for C.75 per cent of the 
total estimated cost, insofar as Anson 
M. Bangs of New York city is con- 
cerned. While no official statement 
was given out, it can be authoritative- 
ly stated that if William J. Oliver of 
Knoxville, Tenn., can enter into a sat- 
isfactory arrangement with some oth- 
er contractor who is financially re- 
sponsible he will be given the job. 
The fact that the McArthur-Gillespie 
company of New York, whose bid was 
12.G per cent, was represented at the 
conference, leads many to believe that 
a combination may be formed between 
that firm and Oliver. It is known that 
the McArthur-Gillcspie syndicate has 
convinced 
President Roosevelt and 


Secretary Taft of its responsibility, 
and the canal commission officials are 
satisfied that Oliver is able to carry 
out his end of the agreement. There 
would have been no question as to 
awarding the contract to Oliver & 
Bangs had the credentials presented 
by Bangs proved as satisfactory as 
those furnished by Oliver. 
The de- 


cision means that Mr. Oliver will be 
given a chance to take some other con- 
tractor into partnership. 
The canal 


commission, with this 
requirement 


met, 
will not undertake to dictate to 


him who this contractor shall be. 


Anson M. Bangs of New York, Mr. 


Oliver's associate, was the contractor 
for the Soo canal locks. He is presi- 
dent of the Federal Construction com- 
pany of New York, which is capital- 
ized at ?2.000,000. The board of direc- 
tors of that company consists of An- 
son II. Bangs, John F. Donovan and 
James Hughes. Mr. Bangs is a broth- 
er-in-law of John F. Gaysor of the 
firm of Greene & Gaynor, who were 
implicated with Captain O. M. Carter 
in the Savannah harbor frauds. This 
fact, however, it is stated, had no in- 
fluence with the canal commission.

sions at Washington, although he ad- 
mitted that the number might be re- 
duced to eight, suggesting Washing- 
ton, Philadelphia, Boston, Columbus, 
Indianapolis, Chicago, Topeka and 
San Francisco. 


Of the present agencies Columbus 


is second in magnitude both, as to tho 
number of pensioners and the aggre- 
gate of pensions disbursed. Gen. J. 
Warren Keifer of Springfield, now a 
member of the house, where once be 
was speaker, did his utmost to pre- 
vent the favorable action of the house 
on the amendment by Congressman. 
Gardner of Michigan to supersede all 
tae branch agencies by one agency at 
Washington. He favored the plan 
agreed on in committee to 
abolish 


nine agencies, leaving the Columbus 
agency among those to be retained. 
This was antagonized by all the con- 
gressmen from states that would have 
lost out by the plan and the result 
was that General Keifer was one of a. 
very small minority, for action on the 
Gardner proposition was almost unan- 
imous. 


Attention is called to these facts at 


this time because of their very great 
moment to pensioners in Ohio. It is 
realized that to abolish the branch 
agencies and have but one central 
agency at Washington will occasion 
delay if not confusion. Clerks in the 
Columbus office could be transferred 
to Washington, as they are under 
civil service protection, but General 
Warnock would lose his job. and so 
would all emploj-es of the agency here 
who could not afford or, for any rea- 
son, jfould find it inconvenient to 
change residence. 


It is 'believed that. Ohio's senators 


•will be deluged by letters and peti- 
tions Jrom pensioners opposing the 
centralization plan, and the senate 
will be urged to defeat the action 
taken by the house.

It Is explained at the office of the 


state adjutant general that Ohio is not 
affected by tbe recent OTder of the war 
department denning requirements of 
the National Guard organizations, to 
be considered part of the second line 
of defense, under the Dick law, and 
receive federa.l aid, because condi- 
tions of the law were anticipated and 
complied with.

Study up your fire insurance policy 


if you have one. A ruling of the su- 
preme court OL" Ohio places on the in- 
sured instead of the insurer the onus 
for recovering from an insurance com- 
pany for loss by fire when an action at 
law is necessary. A similar question 
arose in three cases decided as to the 
method of making an appraisement 
and who shouid require it. In most 
cases attorney A file suits in the na'ine 
of the clients, fixing their claim 
against the insurance company at the 
face of the pol.cy, without an appraise- 
ment. The decisions given in these 
cases are to the effect that when the 
policy contains a stipulation that in 
case of dispute the loss shall be ascer- 
tained by apmaisal, that must be con- 
sidered as meaning what it says, ac- 
cording to the supreme court. No suit 
against the insurance company can be 
sustained until all the conditions of 
the policy have been complied with. 
Xo obligation is placed en tha policy- 
holder competing him to accept the 
amount of damage fixed by such an 
appraisal, but it must have been made 
before suit can be filed. In the first 
determination the amount recovered 
through the smt may be more or less 
than the arnomt of the appraisement. 
The ruling of the court is considered 
a victory for insurance men, as the 
work of expert appraiser, which must 
now be preserr^d to the jury, can not 
fail to have weight.
